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National HIV Strategic Plan 
gets funding 



Hotel rooms study not 
necessary, says Juan 
David Yrausquin

Professionals on all levels 
and from both private and 
public sectors are participat¬ 
ing in a two days’ workshop 
regarding a National Strate¬ 
gic Plan for the prevention 
and treatment of HIV. The 
ministry of public health 
under the leadership of Min¬ 
ister Richard Visser suc¬ 
ceeded in organizing the 
workshop with the coopera¬ 
tion of PAHO (Pan American 
Health Organization). 


Sharline Kool¬ 
man-Wever, Public 
Health official, at the 
opening of the work¬ 
shop emphasized the 
importance of ob¬ 
taining a National 
Strategic Plan. She 
indicated that Aruba, 
or our Public Health 
system is responsible 
for implementing a 
project for which 
funding was received 
from the European 
Union. In order to 
utilize these funds 
we must know where 
we as a country want 
to go, and for this we 
need to design a Na¬ 
tional Strategic Plan. 
Minister Visser de¬ 
sires to have all 
stakeholders involved, all 
those working in the field of 
HIV, to contribute to the plan 
so we could achieve broad 
consensus. Every effort will 
be made to stem the develop¬ 
ment of HIV cases on Aruba. 

Our public health system 
is receiving assistance from 
PAHO. They have already 
collected valuable informa¬ 
tion from the health depart¬ 
ment. Yesterday PAHO 
presented the results of an 
analysis of the situation. 


Based on this information 
they will commence working 
on the input from all stake¬ 
holders in order to achieve a 
National Strategic Plan. 

PAHO will be responsible 
for compiling the strategic 
plan. 

In 2000 the Public Health 
Department attempted to in¬ 
troduce a PSN for HIV and 
solicited funding for this. 
However, it resulted that 
Aruba was too ambitious and 
had presented too many proj¬ 
ects to be executed in 5 years. 
Koolman remarked that due 
to the lack of personnel and 
funds, only 50% of that first 
plan was executed. The situ¬ 
ation today is different, she 
informed, as we now have the 
necessary funds obtained 
from the European Union. 
But, now we need a plan and 
that’s what we are embarking 
upon today. 

We need people with ex¬ 
pertise to help chart the 
course we should take. 

With respect to the data 
regarding the number of 
HIV cases on Aruba, the 
number has remained stable. 
In 2009 there were 12 new 
cases and in 2010 there were 
16 cases.

Parliamentarian, Juan David 
Yrausquin, in response to a re¬ 
cent publication of the govern¬ 
ment regarding a research 
study to be conducted by the 
University of Central Florida 
(UCF), concurs with the need 
for such a study. However, the 
Parliamentarian questions one 
of the reasons cited for said 
study as reported in the news 
publication, which is to deter¬ 
mine how many rooms we 
should have. 

Yrausquin welcomes said 
research to produce a Master 
Plan for tourism, but, says he, 
it is not necessary to determine 
how many rooms we should 
have. In view of the numerous 
research already conducted on 
this matter and the plans al¬ 
ready presented as a result of 
the past research. He makes 
reference to his party’s own re¬ 
search dubbed “Arub’Ariba,” 
and to an approved parliamen¬ 
tary motion. Said motion, 
which was a result of the my¬ 
riad of research conducted on 
Aruba’s tourism and rooms 
count, entailed the following: 

1. implement a decree to 
establish a legal moratorium of 
rooms 

2. within 6 months imple¬ 
ment a decree as outlined in 
the government’s manage¬

ment plan 

3. do whatever is possible 
to eliminate commitments 
made regarding additional 
hotel rooms by the former gov¬ 
ernment 

All of this, he claims con¬ 
curs with the studies conducted 
that we must now focus on 
quality and no longer on quan¬ 
tity of hotel rooms. Research 
conducted over the past 20 
years has indicated that our 
economy experienced growth 
because of the increase of hotel 
rooms, which resulted in 
bringing more visitors to the 
island.

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McAfee: Chinese hackers target oil 
companies 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Hackers from China have pe¬ 
netrated computer networks of 
global oil companies, stealing 
financial documents on bid¬ 
ding plans and other confiden¬ 
tial information, a US com¬ 
puter security firm said yester¬ 
day. 

"Starting in November 
2009, coordinated covert and 
targeted cyberattacks have 
been conducted against global 
oil, energy, and petrochemical 
companies," the Santa Clara, 
California-based McAfee said 
in a report. 

In addition to attacking 
company computers, the hack¬ 
ers struck "individuals and ex¬ 
ecutives in Kazakhstan, Tai¬ 
wan, Greece, and the United 
States to acquire proprietary 
and highly confidential infor¬ 
mation," McAfee said. 

"Files of interest focused on 
operational oil and gas field 
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production systems and finan¬ 
cial documents related to field 
exploration and bidding." 

The industrial espionage 
charges are the latest leveled 
against hackers in China, 
which was accused in a report 
by the US-China Economic 
and Security Review Commis¬ 
sion last year of waging mas¬ 
sive attacks on US computer 
systems. 

McAfee did not identify 
any of the companies targeted 
by the hackers. But it said all 
of the evidence pointed to the 
attackers being based in China. 

"We have identified the 
tools, techniques, and network 
activities used in these conti¬ 
nuing attacks - which we have 
dubbed Night Dragon — as 
originating primarily in 
China." McAfee said. 

Hacking tools "widely 
available on the Chinese un¬ 
derground" were used to break 
into a company’s intranet and 
obtain access to sensitive desk¬ 
tops and servers, it said. 

"They proceeded to connect 
to other machines (targeting 
executives) and exfiltrating 


BOGOTA, Colombia (AFP) - 
Colombian President Juan 
Manuel Santos lashed out at 
leftist FARC guerrillas yester¬ 
day over the abduction of two 
factory workers, a day after the 
rebels freed the first of five 
hostages they promised to re¬ 
lease. 

Santos said that he was 
tempted to cancel an order to 
stop military operations in 
southern Colombia, a condi¬ 
tion guerrillas with the Revo¬ 
lutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia (FARC) say is nec¬ 
essary to release their 
hostages. 

"It is totally unacceptable 
that the FARC on one hand is 
releasing hostages as an act of 


email archives and other sensi¬ 
tive documents," McAfee said. 

The computer security firm 
said "many actors" took part in 
the attacks but it had identified 
an individual in Heze City, 
Shandong Province, who pro¬ 
vided the "crucial (command 
and control) infrastructure to 
the attackers." 

"Although we don't believe 
this individual is the master¬ 
mind behind these attacks, it is 
likely this person is aware or 
has information that can help 
identify at least some of the in¬ 
dividuals, groups, or organiza¬ 
tions responsible for these 
intrusions," it said. 

McAfee said "all of the 
identified data exfiltration ac¬ 
tivity occurred from Beijing- 
based IP addresses and 
operated inside the victim 
companies weekdays from 
9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. Beijing 
time." 

This suggests, it said, "that 
the involved individuals were 
'company men' working on a 
regular job, rather than free¬ 
lance or unprofessional hack¬ 
ers."

Mubarak delegates power 
to deputy 


CAIRO, Egypt (AFP) - 
Egypt's embattled President 
Hosni Mubarak yesterday de¬ 
legated power to his deputy 
and proposed constitutional re¬ 
forms, but said the transition to 
end his 30-year-reign would 
last until September. 

Hundreds of protesters took 
off their shoes and brandished 
them at the screen on which 
they had seen Mubarak's 
speech, a grave insult in Arab 
societies, and others chanted: 
"Down with Mubarak! Leave, 
leave!" 

Others called for an imme¬ 
diate general strike and de¬ 
manded of the army, which 
had deployed large numbers of 
troops and tanks around the 
protest: "Egyptian army, the 
choice is now, the regime or 
the people!" 

Hopes had run high that 
Mubarak would step down im¬ 
mediately after the military 
leadership had announced 
hours earlier that it would step 
in to ensure the country's secu¬ 
rity and see that the people's 


"legitimate" demands were 
met. 

But by the end of his speech 
Mubarak remained the coun¬ 
try's president. 

"I have decided to delegate 
power to the vice president 
based on the constitution," a 
frail Mubarak said in a 
scratchy voice. 

"I am conscious of the dan¬ 
gers of this crossroad... and 
this forces us to prioritise the 
higher interests of the nation." 

He went on to take an ap¬ 
parent swipe at the United 
States and other countries that 
have pushed him to accelerate 
a transition to democracy, say¬ 
ing: "I have never bent to fo¬ 
reign diktats. 

"I have always preserved 
peace and worked for Egypt 
and its stability." 

The speech failed to ap¬ 
pease protesters, who for the 
past two weeks have called for 
the end of Mubarak's regime in 
massive demonstrations that 
have rocked the most populous 
Arab country.

All of this, he claims concurs 
with the studies conducted that 
we must now focus on quality 
and no longer on quantity of 
hotel rooms.

not expand on hotel rooms and 
to do everything possible to 
annul any agreements for addi¬ 
tional rooms made by the pre¬ 
vious administration. 

It appears there is some con¬ 
fusion regarding this issue, in 
light of the government’s deci¬ 
sion to grant a permit for the 
construction of a hotel at the 
Fisherman’s Huts. Yrausquin 
claims that the AVP body in 
Parliament never agreed to pro¬ 
ceed with said permit. Further¬ 
more, they had requested a 
second legal opinion to ascer¬ 
tain whether they could legally 
dissolve the permit issued to a 
Venezuelan group. 

With respect to his remarks, 
Juan David Yrausquin submit¬ 
ted a petition to Parliament 
consisting of several questions 
to the Minister of Infrastruc¬ 
ture to be addressed in a public 
meeting. He claims, said peti¬ 
tion was not addressed in Par¬ 
liament. CAD (Central 
Accountancy Bureau) and oth¬ 
ers were requested to do a re¬ 
search which Parliament 
would use to determine 
whether there should be a Par¬ 
liamentary inquisition. 

The government must take 
into consideration the wishes 
of parliament as expressed in 
different motions. He con¬ 
cluded that the government 
should instruct any organiza¬ 
tion charged with preparing a 
plan for the government that 
according to Parliament we 
have long achieved or sur¬ 
passed our limit of necessary 
hotel rooms for Aruba. 


Last issue I shared with you 
the two types of people who, 
if you let them, can drain 
every ounce of energy out of 
you and have you experience 
poor relationships. A good re¬ 
lationship is vital to your 
health and wellbeing. Other 
people are important in your 
life and it behooves us to 
have good relationship. This 
is why it is important that you 
know which types of people 
to have in your friendship cir¬ 
cle, and which types to avoid. 
The two types we talked 
about in last issue were: the 
Narcissist and the Victim. For 
the sake of space, I will not 
repeat the information shared 
about them here. Please refer 
to the Feb.8th edition of the 
Morning News for that infor¬ 
mation. 

Today, I want to give you 
the list of the other three 
types of persons who can 
drain your emotional energy. 

The first one I call: 

3. The Domineering 
Controller: 

These are the people who 
obsessively try to control you 
and dictate how you're sup¬ 
posed to be and feel. They 
know exactly how everything 
should be and should go. 
They usually have an opinion 
about everything. They'll 
control you by invalidating 
your emotions if your emo¬ 
tions or feelings don’t fit into 
their mold. They often start 
sentences with "You know 
what you need?" and then 
proceed to tell you. You end 
up feeling dominated, de¬ 
meaned or put down. And, 
they do this so fast and with 
such efficiency that you get 
run over by it before you 
even get a chance to think. 

How to Protect Yourself: 
The secret to success with 
this type of person is never 
try and control a domineering 
controller. You need to be 
healthily assertive, but don't 
tell them what to do. You can 
say, "I value your advice but 
really need to work through 
this myself." Be confident but 
don’t play the victim. You 
must be firm and let them 
know firmly, but assertively, 
and with kindness that you 
will move ahead at your own 
pace and in your own man¬ 
ner. You must take control! 


Part II 

You don’t want to ruin any 
relationship by being nasty or 
ugly, but you don’t want any 
relationship to ruin you ei¬ 
ther. Remember, everyone, 
no matter how difficult they 
are deserves kindness and 
courtesy. Be kind, be courte¬ 
ous, but at the same time stay 
in control and don’t let your¬ 
self be put down and domi¬ 
nated by the dominating 
controller 

This fourth type I call: 

4. The Babbler, or the 
Talker 

Generally, the babbler isn’t 
interested in your feelings. 
They are primarily concerned 
with themselves. They will 
talk and talk and talk, and you 
will wait and wait for an 
opening to get a word in 
edgewise but it never comes. 
It is as if they cannot stop 
babbling. There are virtually 
no commas in their speech, 
and certainly no full stops 
(periods). Often times they 
might physically move in so 
close to you that they're prac¬ 
tically breathing on you. 
When you politely edge back¬ 
wards, they step closer. And, 
if you’re like me, you want to 
push them back (I have never, 
though, and certainly don’t 
advocate that you do). 

How to Protect Yourself: 
Moving way or any other 
physical gesture from you 
will not help, simply because 
they don't respond to nonver¬ 
bal cues. You must speak up 
and interrupt them, as hard as 
that is to do. You need to lis¬ 
ten for a few minutes. Then 
politely say, "I hate to inter¬ 
rupt, but please excuse me I 
have to talk to these other 
people (assuming that there 
are others nearby)... or get to 
an appointment... or go to the 
bathroom." This is a much 
more constructive tactic than, 
"Keep quiet, you're driving 
me crazy!" If this is a family 
member, politely say, "I'd 
love if you allowed me some 
time to talk too so I can add 
to the conversation." If you 
say this neutrally, it can better 
be heard. Whatever you say, 
don’t offend them, don’t get 
angry or show anger, and 
don’t be rude. Remember, 
you will have to speak up, be¬ 
cause they will not ‘read’ 
your physical cues. 


The last type is those I 
call: 

5. The Dramatist 

The dramatists are the 
people with what I call the 
“gift” for exaggerating small 
incidents into off-the-chart 
dramas. Like the lady who 
walked into my office the 
week after she didn’t show up 
for a scheduled appointment 
and said ...’’the reason I 
didn’t come last week is be¬ 
cause I got the flu and I al¬ 
most died.” A next time she 
told the secretary... “I had a 
flat tire and had to change the 
tire twice before I got it on 
right.” I had an employee 
who worked directly under 
me, who would often come to 
my office and report...”Mr. 
Green, all of the students are 
in the cooking lab making a 
mess of the place, you’d bet¬ 
ter go down there and do 
something.” Or, did you 
know that the classroom is 
completely under water and 
everything is getting ruined 
in there?” To which I would 
always respond very calmly 
and unalarmed.. .’’I’ll see to it 
shortly.” As much as I know 
that that sort of response only 
got him confused, because he 
expected to see me jump to 
my feet and run to the scene. 
Instead, I would only assure 
him that I would take care of 
it shortly. You see, I discov¬ 
ered that he dramatized al¬ 
most everything, and that if I 
wasn’t careful he would drain 
my energy. I learned that his 
reports were almost always 
dramatized; fact is there were 
about 6 (not all 225) students 
in the area, and that there was 
a minor leak in the classroom 
ceiling, but nothing like a 
flood. 

How to Protect Yourself: 
The dramatist doesn't get 
mileage out of equanimity. 
Stay calm. Take a few deep 
breaths. This will help you 
not get caught up in the histri¬ 
onics. Set kind but firm lim¬ 
its. Say, for example, "You 
must be here on time to keep 
your appointment. I'm sorry 
for all your mishaps, but I 
will not postpone other 
clients for you." Or, say...I 
am sure the situation needs 
my attention and I will attend 
to it very shortly.

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When their behavior persists 
you must say to him/her.. .”1 
cannot tolerate your tardi¬ 
ness, or your inefficiency, 
or.. .whatever it is that he/she 
is doing. Don’t ever play into 
his/her histrionics! Always 
remain in control of your 
own emotions. 

To have healthy relation¬ 
ships, and to decrease your 
emotional drain, you need to 
take an inventory of the peo¬ 
ple around you. When you 
do, you will recognize those 
who increase your energy 
level, and those who just 
drain your emotions. Once 
you have singled them out, 


decide to spend your time 
with those who give you 
strength and lift you up. And, 
determine to set limits with 
those who drain your energy 
and pull you down. This will 
definitely improve the quality 
of your life. Trust God to give 
you the wisdom to know who 
your “strength” people are 
and who your “destructive” 
people are, and make Him 
your best friend.

Rome booked out for John

ROME,Italy (AFP) - More 
than two million pilgrims are 
expected to throng the streets 
of Rome for the beatification 
ceremony of John Paul II on 
May 1, leaving travel agen¬ 
cies desperate for accommo¬ 
dation and hotel prices 
soaring. 

The Vatican expects as 
many as two and a half mil¬ 
lion people to flock to the 
ceremony, according to Car¬ 
dinal Jose Saraiva Martins of 
the Congregation for the 
Causes of Saints. 

The ceremony will be led 



by Pope Benedict XVI in St 
Peter's Square, where John 
Paul IPs funeral took place 
only six years ago. 
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Mubarak's 29-year reign 


CAIRO, Egypt (AFP) - Key 
events in Egypt during the rule 
of Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak. 

- October 1981: Mubarak 
succeeds the assassinated 
leader Anwar Sadat, who had 
made him vice president. 

The following month, he is 
approved as president in a ref¬ 
erendum; the regime subse¬ 
quently holds regular 
elections, but not until 2005 
are rival candidates allowed to 
challenge him. 

- May 1989: Egypt readmit¬ 
ted to the Arab League, from 
which it had been suspended 
over the 1979 peace treaty 
Sadat signed with Israel. 

- June 1995: Mubarak es¬ 
capes an assassination attempt 
in Addis Ababa, claimed by 
Egypt's main armed funda¬ 
mentalist group, Jamaa Is- 
lamiya. It is the first of at least 
six attempts on his life. 

- November 1997: Jamaa 
Islamiya kills 68, including 58 
foreign tourists, at a popular 
site in Luxor. 

- September 1999: Mubarak 
lightly wounded in an assassi¬ 
nation attempt in Port Said. 

- December 1999: Egypt 
agrees to sell its natural gas to 
Israel, and also to the Palestini¬ 
ans. 

- September 2003: Mubarak 
calls for greater democracy 
and freedom of political as¬ 
sembly, but his son Gamal ap¬ 
pears to be being groomed to 
succeed him. 

- October 2004: Attacks in 
the Sinai resort of Taba and 
nearby kill 34 people, mostly 
Israelis. The strike is claimed 
by an Al-Qaeda-linked group. 

The authorities allow the 
creation of a new political 
party, Al-Ghad.. 

- February 2005: Egypt de¬ 
cides to send an ambassador to 
Israel, a post that has remained 
vacant since the beginning of a 
Palestinian uprising in 2000. 

Under US pressure, Muba¬ 
rak orders parliament to amend 
Egypt's constitution to allow 
multi-candidate presidential

elections. 

- July 2005: Triple bomb at¬ 
tacks in the Red Sea resort of 
Sharm el-Sheikh kill at least 
68, including foreigners. 

- September 2005: Mubarak 
sworn in for a fifth term after 
being re-elected in the first 
multi-candidate poll. 

- Under an agreement with 
Israel, Egypt says it will de¬ 
ploy soldiers along the south¬ 
ern border of the Palestinian 
Gaza Strip. 

- June 2009: US President 
Barack Obama visits Cairo and 
makes a speech calling for a 
"new beginning" in relations 
between the United States and 
the Muslim world. 

- February 2010: Mohamed 
ElBaradei, a former top United 
Nations diplomat, returns to 
Egypt and announces he may 


contest the Egyptian presi¬ 
dency. 

November 2010: 
Mubarak's party wins 420 of 
508 seats in parliamentary 
polls, as the opposition cries 
foul and monitors say the vote 
was marred by fraud. 

- January 25, 2011: Major 
nationwide protests begin call¬ 
ing for Mubarak's ouster. An 
estimated 300 people killed 
and around 3,000 injured in 
clashes with police over the 
next few days. 

January 29, 2011: 

Mubarak announces his first 
ever vice president, Omar 
Suleiman, and a new prime 
minister, Ahmed Shafiq. 

February 1, 2011: 

Mubarak announces that he 
will not stand for re-election in 
September and will work to 
prepare for an orderly transi¬ 
tion, eliciting jeers from 
demonstrators in the street who 
protest for another 10 days. 

- February 6, 2011: The 
regime holds landmark talks 
with opposition groups, in¬ 
cluding the Muslim Brother¬ 
hood, which says proposed 
reforms do not go far enough. 

- February 10, 2011: Muba 
rak in a televised speech does 
not step down as president but 
says he is handing over powers 
to his deputy and former intel¬ 
ligence chief Omar Suleiman.

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Museum goes wild 
with animal sex show

LONDON (AFP) - A mu¬ 
seum in London is throwing 
caution to the wind for an ex¬ 
hibition on sex in the animal 
kingdom complete with cop¬ 
ulating chimps and randy 
rabbits — just in time for 
Valentine's Day. 

"Sexual Nature" at the 
Natural History Museum ex¬ 
plores the diverse ways in 
which animals have evolved 
to procreate, such as a snail's 
love darts, the detachable 
penis of the paper nautilus, or 
the outsized testes of the 
promiscuous chimp. 

The exhibition, which 
opens today, also looks at 
human sexual behaviour in 
the context of other species. 

"We ask visitors to leave 
their preconceptions at the 
door," curator Tate Green- 
halgh told AFP. 

"This exhibition is about 
the relationship between sex 
and evolution and the bizarre, 
surprising adaptations that 


animals have evolved to pro¬ 
create as much as possible. 

"We ask people to be 
open-minded when looking 
at potentially surprising, 
maybe shocking things that 
animals do that would be out¬ 
lawed in human society." 

Visitors are greeted by a 
video projection of bonobo 
apes, some of our closest rel¬ 
atives, having sex — some¬ 
times with a baby clinging on 
the back, or midway through 
munching a pineapple. 

"We can't judge other ani¬ 
mals by our moral codes, just 
as we don't base our rules on 
their behaviour," museum- 
goers are told. 

The exhibition, which be¬ 
cause of its content is aimed at 
the over-16s, shows the seduc¬ 
tion techniques deployed by 
different species and the thorny 
issues of sexual selection and 
male-female power battles. 

Stuffed rabbits and foxes 
in the act are on show, while 
penis bones are also dis¬ 
played, from the giant-sized 
walrus example to the hair's 
breadth penis bone of a bat. 

The human section fea¬ 
tures a magnetic poetry wall 
where people can stick ro¬ 
mantic words together in an 
attempt to conjure up a win¬ 
ning chat-up line. 

"We're affected by the 
same evolutionary principles: 
sexual selection, how we at¬ 
tract mates and find them," 
Greenhalgh said. 


Google Boosts Log-in 
Protection for Its 


Google will offer its hun¬ 
dreds of millions of users the 
option of adding a second 
verification step when sign¬ 
ing into their accounts, to 
complement the existing 
password-only authentication 
mechanism. 

Users who choose to add 
this second step to their 
Google log-in process would 
reduce the likelihood of hav¬ 
ing their accounts hijacked if 
their password is stolen. 

Google will begin to roll 
out the option for two-step 
verification on Thursday, and 
it will take a few days for it 
to be available to all users. 

Google estimates that ac¬ 
tivating this feature could 
take up to 15 minutes. Once 
set up, it inevitably makes the 
log-in process longer, be¬ 
cause in addition to the pass¬ 
word, users will have to also 
enter a one-time code. 

Users get the option of 
having Google generate the 
code and send it to them via 


a phone call or a text mes¬ 
sage. Or they can opt to gen¬ 
erate the code themselves 
using a mobile application 
for Android, BlackBerry and 
iPhone devices. 

Passwords are vulnerable 
in a variety of ways. Malicious 
hackers can sniff them over 
unprotected Wi-Fi networks, 
or trick users into revealing 
them through phishing scams. 
Malware can also capture and 
transmit log-in data. 

Compounding the prob¬ 
lem is the common practice 
of using the same password 
for multiple online services, 
opening themselves up for a 
broad hijacking of accounts. 

Even if a password is spe¬ 
cific to, in this case, a Google 
account, it holds the key to 
multiple Google services, in¬ 
cluding Gmail, Docs, Picasa 
and many others that contain 
personal and likely sensitive 
information that can be used 
for identity theft and financial 
fraud.

Turmeric could help rebuild brain after stroke: 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Studies on animals suggest that a new 
hybrid drug, made in part from the chemical in the yellow spice 
turmeric, could help regenerate brain cells after a stroke, ac¬ 
cording to US researchers. 

The molecular compound is made with curcumin, a natural yel¬ 
low pigment that originates from a perennial herb called Cur¬ 
cuma longa and is popular in South Asian and Middle Eastern 
foods, particularly curries. 

Human trials on the drug, which works by restoring pathways 
that feed neurons, could begin soon, the new drug does not at¬ 
tack clots, but if administered to rabbits in one hour, which 
translates to three hours in human time, it "reduced stroke- 
caused ’motor deficits' — problems of muscle and movement 
control," the study said.

Iceland says probing dioxin scare: 

REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AFP) - Iceland's Food and Veterinary 
Authority said meat with high levels of dioxin had been put on 
the market, including outside of Iceland, and that it had 
launched an investigation into the matter. 

The authority stressed "it is considered very unlikely that the 
meat and milk that potentially had high levels of dioxin and 
were sold to the public will have serious health effects on peo¬ 
ple." 

In a separate statement, the authority announced a recall of three 
different kinds if frozen beef due to possible dioxin contamina¬ 
tion. 

A livestock plant has also said it was recalling frozen lamb due 
to possible dioxin contamination 

FDA approves first MRI-safe pacemaker: 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The US Food and Drug Administration 
on approved the first pacemaker system — produced by medical 
device giant Medtronic Inc. — that can be used safely with MRI 
scanners. 

Patients with pacemakers, which generate electrical impulses 
to treat irregular or stalled heart beats, have had to forgo MRI 
scans because of the risk of the machines' radiowaves interfer¬ 
ing with the heart devices. 

The function reduces or eliminates potential MRI hazards.

Diet soda, salt boost stroke risk: studies 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
pair of studies released sug¬ 
gest that diet soda drinkers 
face a higher risk of heart at¬ 
tack and stroke than people 
who do not drink any soda, and 
that salty food boosts stroke 
risks, too. 

The soda study examined 
2,564 people in Manhattan and 
found that those who reported 
consuming diet fizzy drinks 
daily had a 61 percent higher 
risk of vascular events than 
people who said they did not 
drink any soda at all. 

When researchers factored 
in allowances for metabolic 
syndrome, peripheral vascular 
disease and heart disease his¬ 
tory, the risk was 48 percent 
higher, said the research pre¬ 
sented at the American Stroke 
Association's International 
Stroke Conference. 

"If our results are con¬ 
firmed with future studies, 
then it would suggest that diet 
soda may not be the optimal 
substitute for sugar-sweetened 
beverages," said lead study au¬ 
thor Hannah Gardener at the 
University of Miami Miller 
School of Medicine.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Sur¬ 
gery to repair a birth defect 
known as spina bifida is best 
done in the womb rather than 
after the baby is born, the re¬ 
sults of an eight-year US trial 
released suggest. 

The method was so success¬ 
ful in boosting babies' health 
and mobility that the trial was 
halted early, said the findings 
published in the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 

Spina bifida is a disorder of 
the central nervous system that 
occurs when the spinal cord is 
partially exposed, protruding 
on the baby's back. 


2,657 participants in the same 
area and found that high salt 
intake was linked to a dramat¬ 
ically increased risk of is¬ 
chemic strokes, in which a 
blockage cuts blood flow to the 
brain. 

People who reported eating 
more than 4,000 milligrams of 
sodium daily — the amount 
contained in four large orders 
of french fries in the United 
States — faced twice the risk of 
stroke as people who con¬ 
sumed less than 1,500 mil¬ 
ligrams per day. 

The average American con¬ 
sumes about 3,000 milligrams 
of salt per day, according to the

Children may be paralyzed 
or may need braces in order to 
walk, and they may also expe¬ 
rience loss of bladder and 
bowel function. 

Many of the babies who 
have a severe form, known as 
myelomeningocele, also have a 
brain stem defect that causes a 
buildup of spinal fluid in the 
brain and requires a permanent 
shunt to drain it. 

Typically doctors wait until 
after the child is bom to do sur¬ 
gery. But prenatal surgery can 
be done at up to 26 weeks ges¬ 
tation, with doctors performing 
a sort of early Cesarean section 
to lift the uterus out of the 
woman's body.

Children were evaluated at 
one year of age and again at age 
two and a half. At 12 months, 
just 39.7 percent of the prenatal 
surgery group needed a shunt 
compared to 82.5 percent in the 
postnatal group. 

At 30 months of age, chil¬ 
dren who had the surgery in the 
womb performed better in 
mental development and motor 
skills, with 41.9 percent able to 
walk without crutches or braces 
compared to 20.9 percent in the 
postnatal group. 

However, doctors noted that 
the procedure carried heavy 
risks, including premature 
birth, and did not work for all 
patients. 

Two fetuses died in the pre¬ 
natal surgery group - one in the 
womb and one after being bom 
very prematurely at 25 weeks. 

Mothers who underwent the 
procedure would be forced to 
have any future deliveries by 
C-section to avoid uterine rup¬ 
ture. 

The study also noted that the 
initial location of the spinal 
malformation had an important 
impact on the children's ability 
to walk, regardless of when 
they had the surgery.

Global stock market operators gather forces: 

FRANKFURT, Germany (AFP) Merger mania gripped fi¬ 
nancial markets as the London and Toronto stock exchanges 
announced a tie-up and Deutsche Boerse and NYSE Eu- 
ronext envisioned the world's largest bourse. 

Equity markets have bounced back from the nightmare 
slump of 2008 as the financial crisis pushed the global econ¬ 
omy into recession and the two sets of mergers appeared set 
to capitalise on an advance most expect to continue this year. 
The companies emphasised they were holding "advanced 
discussions" but the deal had not been finalised. 


Govt strikes deal on bank pay, bonuses and 
lending: 

LONDON , England (AFP) - The government said it had 
struck a deal with the major banks on bonus pay and overall 
lending, as it seeks to curb executive excess and strengthen 
a fragile economic recovery. 

Chancellor of the Excehequer George Osborne said total 
bonuses paid to British-based staff of the four biggest banks 
will be lower than last year as part of the deal, brokered after 
weeks of talks with the Conservative-led coalition. 

The country's top five banks — Barclays, HSBC, Lloyds 
Banking Group (LBG), Royal Bank of Scotland (RBS) and 
Santander UK — have agreed to ramp up total lending to 
£190 billion, including £76 billion to small firms, he an¬ 
nounced. 


Fed's Bernanke tackles congressional critics: 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Federal Reserve chairman Ben 
Bernanke fended off criticism that he is ignoring the risk of 
rising prices, as he faced a hostile Republican-controlled 
panel in Congress. 

Bernanke — who was appointed by Republican president 
George W. Bush — sparred with the committee's Republican 
members, who warned of the risks from pumping hundreds 
of billions of dollars into the economy to prop up growth and 
help reduce unemployment. "My concern is that the cost of 
the Fed’s current monetary policy... will come to outweigh 
the perceived benefits," said newly installed committee 
chairman, Republican Paul Ryan. 

Flexing his new political muscle, Ryan said there were 
emerging price pressures and potential economic bubbles, 
as he challenged Bernanke to respond. 
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PetroChina to invest $5.4 billion in Canada gas 


MONTREAL,Canada (AFP) - 
Chinese oil giant PetroChina 
will invest 5.4 billion dollars to 
acquire a 50 percent stake in a 
shale gas project developed in 
Canada by Encana, North 
America's top gas producer, 
the Canadian group said. 

Under the deal, PetroChina 
and Encana would jointly de¬ 
velop the Cutback Ridge fields 
in British Columbia and Al¬ 
berta, a 635,000 acre spread 
with current daily production 
of 255 million cubic feet of 
natural gas equivalent (7.22 
million cubic meters). 

Encana said the fields, in 
which PetroChina will have a 
50-percent interest if the deal 
goes through, have proved re¬ 
serves of about one trillion 
cubic feet (28.3 billion cubic 
meters) of natural gas equiva¬ 
lent.

Deloitte said the PC era is 
far from over as they will re¬ 
main the workhorse comput¬ 
ing platform. 

It said it it expects at least 
two distinct chip architec¬ 
tures to emerge and at least 
five different operating sys¬ 
tems with more than five per¬ 
cent market share. 

Deloitte said it also ex¬ 
pects 2011 to be a break¬ 
through year for tablets in the 
workplace, with more than 25 
percent of sales in 2011 going 
to companies.

Air France-KLM picks up, 
cautions on political tensions

PARIS, France (AFP) - Air 
France-KLM said it did much 
better in its third quarter, re¬ 
ducing losses, but cautioned 
that recent bad weather and 
now political tensions in 
Africa were a concern. 

It said that for the three 
months to December it in¬ 
curred a net loss of 46 million 
euros, compared with a year- 
earlier loss of 295 million 
euros. 

It had an operating profit 
of 81 million euros ($105 
million) after an operating 
loss of 245 million euros, 
while sales jumped 13.9 per¬ 
cent from a year earlier to 5.9 
billion euros. 

The airline said its third 
quarter was marked by air 
traffic control stoppages in 
France and record snowfalls 
in Europe, with bad weather 
in North America adding to 
the problems. 


At the same 
time, rising po¬ 
litical tensions 
in several North 
African destina¬ 
tions — Tunisia, 
Egypt, Ivory 
Coast — would 
hit earnings in 
the fourth quar¬ 
ter, it said. 
Accordingly, 
it said it continued to expect 
a positive operating result for 
its fourth quarter to March 
2011 but this was likely to be 
below the 300 million euros 
estimate given in November. 

The company insisted that

Netherlands look to surprise big teams

COLOMBO (AFP) - The 
Netherlands are hoping luck, 
obscurity and good prepara¬ 
tion will help them spring a 
surprise on bigger teams as 
they start their fourth World 
Cup this month. 

"We come in a little bit 
under the radar and most big 
teams don't know too much 
about us. I think it can do us 
a favour, can cause an upset 
in our favour," skipper Peter 
Borren, 27, told reporters in 
Colombo. 

Under the New-Zealand 
born Borren, the Dutch have 
won five of their last 12 one- 
day internationals, including 
one against Bangladesh last 
July. They also stunned hosts 
England in the 2009 World 
Twenty20. 

"It's going to be a serious 
challenge for us to beat the 
Test-playing nations," said 
Borren. "But we have a fairly 
strong batting line-up that can 


hopefully help us win a game 
or two and get us past the first 
round." 

The Dutch, who trained in 
Dubai and India for the past 
few weeks, face India, 
Bangladesh, South Africa, 
England, the West Indies and 
Ireland in Group B. 

Four teams from the pre¬ 
liminary group will advance 
to the quarter-finals. 

The Netherlands, who 
competed in the World Cups 
of 1996, 2003 and 2007, have 
not beaten a Test-playing side 
in the tournament, but boast 
wins over Namibia and Scot¬ 
land. 

One of the mainstays of 
the batting will be big-hitting 
Essex all-rounder Ryan ten 
Doeschate, 30, who was 
snapped up by Indian Pre¬ 
mier League side Kolkata 
Knight Riders for 150,000 
dollars. 

In 27 ODIs, Doeschate has 


scored 1,234 runs at a formi¬ 
dable average of 68.55 with 
three hundreds and eight half- 
centuries. He has also taken 
48 wickets. 

"We need lots of luck," 
said Doeschate. "We have 
lost some seniors since the 
last tournament. The chal¬ 
lenge for us this time is to 
focus and try and win every 
game." 

Borren said the team will 
also bank on Tom Cooper, a 
South Australian cricketer 
who qualified to play for the 
Netherlands through his 
mother, who is Dutch. 

Cooper made his Nether¬ 
lands debut in June last year 
and scored three half-cen¬ 
turies in his first three games. 
In 10 matches, he averages 
65.44 with one century and 
five 50s. 

"We won one match each 
at the last two World Cups 
and we definitely want to im¬ 
prove that record," said 
Cooper. 

Borren said the lack of 
matches against the Test na¬ 
tions was slowing his team's 
progress. 

"We need more opportuni¬ 
ties to play," he said. "It's not 
easy coming into tourna¬ 
ments like this to face the big 
teams. We can't change 
things, but the top sides 
should also play more often 
with us." 

The Dutch will play two 
warm-up games against 
Kenya and Sri Lanka, before 
taking on England in their 
first World Cup match in 
Nagpur, India on February 22. 


Kubica out of intensive care 


ROME, Italy (AFP) - Formula 
One driver Robert Kubica on 
Thursday left the intensive 
care unit at the Italian hospital 
where he is being treated after 
last weekend’s horror crash. 

The Lotus Renault driver is 
now in the accident and emer¬ 
gency unit at the Santa Corona 
hospital in Pietra Ligure as he 


continues his recovery from 
the injuries suffered during the 
Rally of Andora in Savona.

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Cavs match 
mark losing 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AFP) 
- NBA doormat Cleveland 
matched the all-time record 
losing streak in American pro 
sport history as they suffered 
their 26th defeat in a row by 
falling 103-94 to Detroit. 

Cavaliers coach Byron 
Scott kept the locker room 
closed for more than half an 
hour after the historic loss, 
then ripped the woeful squad 
for being unprepared for 
Wednesday's game. 

"I'm mad as hell," Scott 
said. "I can deal with losing, 
especially when our guys 
play as hard as they have in 
the last couple weeks. But I 
find it very hard to deal with 
when guys don't come out 
ready to play. 

"We've got all professional 
basketball players in there 
and at some point in time you 
have to have some pride in 
what you're doing. 

"We didn't come out with 
that pride. We came out just 
going thought the motions 
like we were going to win the 
game no matter what they 
did. 

"Everybody has got to go 
home and take a good, hard 
look in the mirror." 

The Cavaliers extended 
their NBA record losing 
streak, having broken the old 
mark of 24 they set over the 
1981-82 and 1982-83 sea¬ 
sons, and equaled US sport's 
record run established by 
Grid Iron's 1976-77 Tampa 
Bay Buccaneers. 

The Buccaneers went 0-14 
in their 1976 debut season 
and started 0-12 in the 1977 
campaign before finally win¬ 
ning. 

"Everybody is mad as 
hell," Cavaliers guard Daniel 
Gibson said. "To lose like 
that and for it to get to this 
point and still sometimes not 
see a sense of urgency, I can

see why it would push you to 
that point (of anger). 

"What are you going to 
do? It's either do it or don't. 
The guys have to figure that 
out." 

The Cavaliers, who began 
an eight-game homestand 
with the loss, will stand alone 
with the longest losing streak 
in American pro sport history 
if they go down at home Fri¬ 
day to the Los Angeles Clip¬ 
pers. 

Sunday provides a solid 
chance for a victory as the 
Cavaliers host the Washing¬ 
ton Wizards, who are 0-25 
this season in road games, 
four shy of the NBA record 
for worst road record to start 
to a season. 

"Something has to give 
when they play the Wizards," 
said two-time reigning NBA 
Most Valuable Player LeBron 
James, who left the Cavaliers 
last July for Miami to set off 
a downward spiral that has 
yet to end. 

Cleveland, which began 
the season 7-9, are now 8-45. 
The Cavaliers have not won 
since beating the New York 
Knicks in over-time on De¬ 
cember 18. They have 
dropped 36 of their past 37 
games. 

"We took a gigantic step 
backwards," Scott said. "We 
had no sense of urgency 
whatsoever and that kind of 
amazes me. When we've lost 
as many in a row as we lost 
and when you've been as 
close as we've been in the last 
four or five games and to be 
at home and come out the 
way we came out — that 
amazes me." 

No NBA club wants to be¬ 
come the one that allows 
Cleveland to end the drought. 

"You don't want to be the 
team that loses to them," De¬ 
troit's Tracy McGrady said.

Sloan's years in the same 
job rank fourth on the all- 
time US sport list among 
managers and coaches of pro 
teams, trailing Connie Mack's 
50 in baseball and 29-year 
NFL stints by Curly Lambeau 
at Green Bay and Tom 
Landry at Dallas. 

Utah assistant coach Phil 
Johnson was also expected to 
resign with another assistant 
coach, Tyrone Corbin, ex¬ 
pected to be named the in¬ 
terim coach, according to the 
Tribune. 

The move came one day 
after Sloan met with Jazz 
general manager Kevin O'¬ 
Connor after a 91-86 home 
loss to Chicago.

Rangers ink star Hamilton 
to two-year deal 


ARLINGTON (AFP) - Josh 
Hamilton, last year's Ameri¬ 
can League Most Valuable 
Player, agreed to a two-year 
deal on Thursday that will 
keep him with the Texas 
Rangers, the Major League 
Baseball club announced. 

The 29-year-old American 
outfielder and last year's 
World Series losers avoided a 
contract arbitration hearing 
that was set for Monday. The 
new deal means Hamilton 
can become a free agent fol¬ 
lowing the 2012 season. 

Three-time All-Star 
Hamilton, who made 3.25 


million dollars last season, 
was asking for 12 million 
dollars for the next two years 
while the Rangers offered 8.7 
million dollars. 

Hamilton led Major 
League Baseball with a .359 
batting average in 2010, 
blasting 32 home runs and 
driving in 100 runs despite 
broken ribs sidelining him for 
a month late in the season. 

The Rangers reached the 
World Series for the first time 
in the club’s half-century his¬ 
tory, losing to the San Fran¬ 
cisco Giants.

Real Madrid top rich list yet again 


LONDON (AFP) - Real 
Madrid may be trailing their 
arch-rivals Barcelona in La 
Liga but financially they still 
have the edge on their old 
foes after topping the table of 
the world's 20 richest football 
clubs, compiled by account¬ 
ants Deloitte. 

Real finished top for the 
sixth straight year with De- 
loitte's table for the 2009/10 
season saying the Spanish gi¬ 
ants had revenues of 438.6 
million euros. 

Barcelona remained sec¬ 
ond on 398.1 million euros 
while Manchester United, 
one of seven English clubs in 


the top 20, stayed third. 

All the 20 clubs repre¬ 
sented were from the "big 
five" European leagues, 
with Germany contributing 
four clubs, Italy four, Spain 
three and France two. 

Real remained top de¬ 
spite a disappointing sea¬ 
son, coming second in La 
Liga again and being 
knocked out of the Champi¬ 
ons League in the last 16 by 
Lyon. 

"In the coming years, 
particularly as UEFA's fi¬ 
nancial fair play rules take 
effect, Real Madrid's rev¬ 
enue prowess should, in 



theory, translate into a com¬ 
petitive advantage on the 
pitch," said the report editor, 
Dan Jones. 

Real's revenues were 
boosted by the staging of 
the 2010 Champions 
League final at their Santi¬ 
ago Bemabeu stadium. 

UEFA's fair play rules 
are designed to force clubs 
taking part in European 
competitions to spend only 
what they earn rather than 
rely primarily on the patron¬ 
age of wealthy owners such 
as Roman Abramovich 
(Chelsea) or Sheikh Man- 
sour (Manchester City).
